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DETAIL ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as following: 

In the claim, claim 1, line 11, delete "first" and insert -second- before "circuit". 

Claim 8, line 8, delete "send" and insert —receive— before "the data", 
delete "to" after "current" and insert -from- after 

"current"; 

line 1 1, delete "output" and insert -input- before "port"; 
line 12, delete "input" and insert —output— after "current"; 
line 13, delete "receive" and insert -send— after "and"; and 
line 14, delete "from" and insert -to-after "current". 
Claim 9, line 5, delete "send" and insert —receive- before "a"; and 

line 8, delete "receive" and insert -send— after "respectively", 
and delete "from" and insert -to- after "currents". 
The above noted amendment has been added in order to clarify in the claim language. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a data-line circuit in a simplify manner for a current-programmed electro- 
luminescence display device by comprising a shift register having a periodic signal port and an 
enable port; a first circuit group comprising at least one first circuit for storing current, the first 
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circuit controlled by the periodic signal port to receive the data current; and a second circuit 
group comprising at least one second circuit for storing current, wherein the second circuit and 
the first circuit are connected in series, and the enable port controls the second circuit to 
duplicate and send the data current to the pixel group as required in claims 1, 6 and 8. 

4. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. Yamazaki et al. (US Pub. 2001/0033252) discloses a display device intended to 
suppress a power consumption of an EL display. Morita (US Pub. 2002/0190944) discloses 
scan-driving circuit. Osame (US Pat. 2003/0210219) discloses electric circuit, latch circuit 
display apparatus and electronic equipment. None of cited prior arts stands alone or combination 
with others discloses all limitation required in claim invention.
